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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: The applicant argues that Ghassabian fails to 
teach a flexible electronic display that may be viewed in both a folded and unfolded state. The examiner respectfully disagrees. With 
respect to Ghassabian Figs. 16a-16c the detailed description specifically teaches that the display can be used both in a folded manner as 
well as an unfolded manner (Ghassabian, Col. 27 lines 20-34), Additionally the applicant argues that Ghassabian in view of Katsura fail to 
teach a sensor that is "enlarged" as claimed. The examiner respectfully disagrees. The combination of Ghassabian in view of Katsura 
would teach that the touch sensor is located over the entire surface of the LCD display, therefore when the display of Ghassabian is 
unfolded to be used the touch panel would be "enlarged" as well. 
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
